WPA Wage Boost 
‘Due Sept. Ist 
Workers In South And 
West Gain As Pay In 


East Is Decreased 


| WASHINGTON (ll?) — The Works 
Projects 
a revised wage schedule for 2,000,- 
000 relief workers today that pro- 
vided substantial increases in the 
southern and western states and 
decreases in eastern states. The new 
wages bill becomes effective Sept. 
1; 

The wage adjustment was order- 
ed by congress in appropriating $1,- 
477,000,000 for relief in 1940. It spe-

The change increased the aver- 
age nationwide monthly WPA wage 
from $53 to $55.30 

WPA Officials feared demonstra- 
tions in areas where wages were

GAS PRICE BOOST MAY 
FOLLOW “STRIKE” ON 
OIL INDUSTRY

Four midcontinent oil producing 
States sacrificed $1,500,000 in tax 
revenues today in an unprecedent- 
ed strike against the petroleum in- 
dustry presaging a nation-wide rise 
in gasoline prices. Governments of 
Texas, Oklahoma, Kansas and New 
Mexico clamped a paralyzing 15 day 
shutdown over oil fields from which 
flowed 2,000,000 barrels daily, or 
58 per cent of the total American 
production. 

They demanded restoration of a 
general 20 cents a barrel cut in 
crude prices put into effect by re- 


They had 
the pledged support of Louisiana, 
Michigan, Colorado and Arkansas, |

Dangerous Conditions 
Cited In Order Issued 
By State Forester 


SACRAMENTO, (lP)—State For- 
ester M. B. Pratt today ordered 
rangers to discontinue issuance of 
burning or blasting permits on state 
forestry land in an effort to cut 
down the increasing number of 
fires burning throughont' the 
state. 

“Climatic, conditions are such that 
even the smallest fire may devel- 
op into a conflagration,” Pratt de- 
clared. “Fire losses during July were 
the highest in history and drastic 
steps must be taken to lower the 
August total.” 

Plat’s plea for caution in fire 
areas Came as dangerous fires were 
out of control in the Warners Hot 
Springs area north of San Diego, 
on Machesna Mountain in Los Pa- 
dras National Forest near San Lpis 
Obispo and southeast of Mt. Ham- 
iltonu in Santa Clara county, where 
30,000 acres have been blackened. 

State Fire Chief W. H. Coupe flew 
to San Diego last night to direct the 
force of 700 men on the fire lines. 
Dispatcher S. L. Lamerton said 
more than 5,000 acres had been 
burned. 

The Santa Clara fire, starting in 
Stanislaus county, jumped Red 
Creek and was still spreading. 

Smaller fires were reported in El 
Dorado county, one south of Camino 
and the other west of El Dorado; 
four on Neal Grade near Paradise 
in Butte county; Monterey, Nevada 
and Napa counties.
